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The Bishop’s Page 


There are three deficits with which we are con- 
cerned. The first is that of the National Council. It 
was reported (as all readers of the Church papers and 

all attendants at services know) that if the 
Deficits Church did not raise, between the time of 

the meeting of the National Council in Feb- 
ruary and March 31, about $127,000 there would have 
to be a further cut in the missionary, educational and 
other work of which the National Council has charge. 
Of course, $127,000 was a trifling amount for a Church 
of ten times that number of communicants. One could 
not reach all these communicants and even if they 
could be reached great numbers of them could do very 
little. But anyone knowing the Church knew that the 
amount would be raised. It was. This Diocese con- 
tributed, according to the latest information, over 
$1,000—which is perhaps about its share in relation 
to the quotas and to communicants. Let us be grateful 
to God that the Church rose to the need. 


The second deficit with which we have to reckon is 
the impending diocesan deficit. After the pledges from 
the parishes and missions had all come in we were 
faced with the fact that to carry our present work 
without cutting salaries or discounting anything of 
importance we needed at the least $3,000 more than 
was in sight. 

The Field Department made its plans to raise this 
amount. They decided that it was not desirable to 
organize anything like a general campaign in the 
Diocese but that we should ask a smaller group of 
people who we could hope would be able to increase 
their pledges already made, in view of the diocesan 
need. But in the meanwhile another factor came into 
the view. 

It will be remembered that at the Convention a com- 
mittee of clergy and laity was appointed, which we 
have called “The Committee on Overhead and Pro- 
gram.” Their purpose was to study the overhead ex- 
penses of the Diocese as well as the costs of the vari- 
ous departments of work under the Diocesan Council. 
They have been working splendidly and before they 
had gone very far reported that there was every likeli- 
hood they could point out ways by which a consider- 
able saving would be made. They suggested that we 
should not make any concerted effort in the Diocese 
to cover the deficit until we knew how much might 
be saved. Their report is now approaching completion 
and before long we shall be able to tell the Diocese 
what can be done in this way. If it should be possible 
to make savings approximating the estimated deficit 
there will be no need of any special effort to reach 
individuals. 

But it is interesting and inspiring to know that one 
rector of a parish which has as few resources to fall 
back on as any in the Diocese sent out a letter to his 
pees recently asking that contributions from them 

e sent in directly to the Bishop’s office. Many re- 
sponses have come which have indicated a very real 
devotion. It helps the whole morale of the Diocese. 

The paper will keep us informed from month to 
month of the progress of this matter. 


Following the plan of last year, the parishes and 
missions of the Diocese have sent in reports of the 


attendance on the Sundays in Lent. These reports are 

not as encouraging as I had 
Attendance During Lent hoped they would be. The 

record is not quite complete. 
There are thirteen parishes or missions which have not 
as yet reported but most of them are the smaller 
group that would not greatly alter the totals. In view 
of the incompleteness of the returns and also of the 
fact that local conditions here and there have made a 
considerable difference, it is not possible to put down 
any accurate figures but here are, roughly, the results: 

In regard to the Diocese as a whole, the church at- 
tendance on the Sundays in Lent averaged somewhere 
about 5,500. This is only a bit over one-third of the 
communicants. The record, as compared with last 
year, tells just about the same story. There have been 
considerable and very hopeful increases in a good 
many places. There have been some large drops, due, 
obviously, to long vacancies. There have been one or 
two other drops in attendance which the rectors have 
explained to me are undoubtedly due to the fact of a 
great increase in attendance at the weekday services. 

In regard to convocations, San Francisco has gained 
considerably. Oakland has dropped just about as 
much as San Francisco has gained. San Jose has drop- 
ped a little. 

But it will be clear from this statement that any- 
thing like a large and general increase in attendance 
has not been reached. What is there to do about it? 
Only two things, so far as I can see. The first is that 
deep and ultimate purpose of all our Christian work; 
namely, to strengthen the devotion and loyalty of 
Christian people to their Lord and to his Body, the 
Church. There is little need of talking about Church 
attendance to people whose faith is warm and glowing. 
An early Christian would have been surprised that 
anyone could ever have raised a question about 
whether a Christian ought to go to church. To wor- 
ship was an integral part of his Christian life. 

But in view of the secularization of all life today 
we need to give point or direction to people in living 
their Christian lives. We need constant reminders of 
the part which worship plays in the Christian life. We 
need to bring up children to feel that it is a definite 
duty of their lives. We need also to help them to know 
that duty is an essential thing in life. Education in 
these days has altogether too much substituted self- 
expression and that kind of theory for the primary 
necessity of duty. Such rules of life as are often sug- 
gested, and as I suggested in my Easter letter to the 
people, are a help in this way. 

But again let us keep it clear, church attendance is 
not in itself an end. It is only an integral part of a 
complete and full Christian life. 


In the “Forward Day by Day” leaflet there is con- 
tained a brief office of affirmation to be used on 
Whitsunday. This is, of course, only a suggestion. But 

I wish to give it full endorsement, pro- 
Affirmation vided, and always and only provided, 
that people have been led up to it and 
understand what it is all about. Such a service, with- 
out proper thought, will not take us anywhere. But to 


make this corporate affirmation with full understand- 
ing of what it does mean ought to be a distinct help 
in our Christian life. )

The various women’s 
organizations participated, St. Mark’s Guild having a 
needlework table and flower booth, Group B of the 
Woman’s aera a white elephant table and grab- 
bag, the Charity Chapter and Altar Guild combining 
to serve tea. Miss Margaret Davey, a member of 
Group B, displayed a beautiful and interesting col- 
lection of dolls which she had gathered from many 
countries. She also showed motion pictures of native 
life in the South Seas. There was also a fine display 
of antiques, loaned by members of the parish. The 
day was rounded out by the Women’s Choral Club 
concert in the evening. 

Bishop Parsons visited St. Mark’s for confirmation 
on Sunday, April 26. A large congregation assembled 
to welcome him, a good many of whom were mem- 
bers of St. Mark’s when he was rector and who de- 
light to see him in St. Mark’s pulpit.

The fifth annual service of offerings will be held 
at Grace Cathedral on Saturday, May 16, at 2:00 
o’clock. All are invited to attend. The junior choirs 
with flags and banners make a colorful procession.

At the service a summary of the information gath- 
ered from the questions on worship will be presented 
by the chairman of the department, the Rev. A. Ron- 
ald Merrix. The service will be conducted by the Rev. 
Lindley H. Miller, chairman of the commission on 
work with children. The Bishop and other diocesan 
leaders will be present to greet the children. 


Easter at St. Paul’s Church, Oakland 


The number of communicants on Easter Day was 
the largest in the history of the parish on any one Sun- 
day, exactly 750. In previous years the numbers were: 
1935, 697; 1934, 578; 1933, 558. Records were not kept 
previously. The total number present at all services on 
Easter Day was 2,245. 

The Easter offering amounted to $1,473.45. Though 
less than in the pre-depression period it was the largest 
offering received since 1932. The Church School Len- 
ten mite box offering was $112. 

Thirty-two young people were confirmed by Bishop 
Parsons on Sunday, April 19. An additional class of 
twenty adults is under preparation for presentation to 
the Bishop at a later date.

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CATHEDRAL NOTES 


Easter at Grace Cathedral 


The period of Easter may be said to begin with the 
three-hour service on Good Friday. It is safe to say 
that this was the best we have ever had. The usual 
great crowd was present, filling every extra chair 
that had been placed in the nave. The service went 
more smoothly than ever and the congregation stayed 
—for the most part—throughout. The addresses by 
the Bishop were the best he has ever given. 


Beautiful weather on Easter Day made it easy to 
attend service. At every celebration of the communion 
the attendance was greater than last year. At 7:00 
o’clock and at 8:00 the number of communicants was 
double. At 9:30 choral matins the Chapel of Grace was 
crowded. Canon Wright was the speaker. For the 
11:00 o’clock choral communion the new system of 
amplification was used and the service was carried 
to the Chapel of Grace, the choir and to several hun- 
dred people who sat outside in the Cathedral close. 
Although the system is not yet perfected it marks a 
great step in advance. All the beautiful flowers used 
in the decorations were memorials and were arranged 
by the altar committee with the help of several mem- 
bers of the congregation. 


In the afternoon three commanderies of the Knights 
Templar held their Easter service at the Cathedral. 
Once more the nave was filled and very impressive 
was this fine body of men, seated in the form of a 
cross. The speaker was the Rev. John A. Collins, pre- 
late of Golden Gate Commandery. 


Memorial Service for Mrs. Alexander 


On April 26 at 3:00 o’clock an impressive memorial 
service for Mrs. Harriet Crocker Alexander was held. 
Exquisite floral decorations were placed in the chancel 
by her daughters. The general theme of the service 
was “The souls of the righteous are in the hands of 
God.” The beautiful anthem, “Souls of the Righteous” 
by T. Tertius Noble, was sung by the choir. The lesson 
from the Book of Wisdom was read and the Dean 
made this the theme of his address. On the great 
Alexander memorial organ Mr. Lewis played Handel’s 
Largo as the processional and Gounod’s Sanctus as 
the recessional. A large number of Mrs. Alexander’s 
family connections, old friends and acquaintances at- 
tended the service.

1936 Compensation Insurance Data

Minimum premium till 1935, $10; minimum pre: 
mium, 1936, $34—if a paid janitor is employed. 
Every vestryman knows, or should know, that a State 
law makes it compulsory on every employer to carry 
insurance covering workmen’s compensation and em. 
ployers’ liability insurance. The term “employer’’ 
covers all religious organizations, institutions, parishes 
and missions that pay for services. The term “work. 
men” covers all paid employes whether rectors, vi- 
aa organists, secretaries, teachers, janitors and so 

orth. 

A heavy fine is the penalty which is imposed for 
non-compliance with this law. Ignorance of the law 
is no excuse and it is presumed that all vestrymen 
regard their relation to the Church as a “trust” to 
which they will devote the same intelligent supervi- 
sion as they give their own business. 

Here is a sample fairly well-to-do parish: Rev. G. 
Washington, rector, salary $3,600; and Mr. Grover 
Cleveland, organist, salary $1,200—$4,800 at the rate 
of 22 cents per $100 equals $10.56. Deaconess Hard- 
ing, secretary, salary $600—at the rate of 8 cents per 
$100 equals 48 cents. Miss Alice Roosevelt, teacher, 
salary $600—at the rate of 17 cents per $100 equals 
$1.02. Mr. Abe Lincoln, janitor, salary $1,200—at the 
rate of $1.27 per $100 equals $15.24. Total premiums, 
$27.30. If this parish takes out its;own policy it pavs 
the minimum $34 but if it comes in the diocesan 
blanket policy it pays exactly $27.30. 

Last year’s policy covered $89,500 salaries and in- 
sured over twenty Church corporations, parishes an«| 
missions. This has entailed heavy additional work on 
the treasurer’s office but the benefits obtained by the 
sharers in the policy have been worth it. Forms will 
be sent to any parish or mission applying for them.

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Bishops Parsons and Quin to Lead Asilomar 
Summer Conference 


Bishop Edward L. Parsons of California and Bishop 
Clinton S. Quin of Texas are to be the keynote speak- 
ers at the Annual Diocesan Conference to be held this 
summer at Asilomar. The conference will begin Sun- 
day evening, June 21 and close Saturday morning, 
June 27. Bishop Parsons will speak every morning on 
“Practical Christian Living and the Forward Move- 
ment.” Bishop Quin will lecture every evening on 
“Forward the Forward Movement.” The conference 
is designed for young and old and will be open to 
everybody in the Diocese. It will afford opportunities 
for recreation, fellowship, contacts with bishops and 
other Church leaders, worship on the Asilomar sand 
dunes at sunset and a general good time around the 
campfire in the evening. 

The conference this year will offer nine courses of 
study built around the theme, “Progressing with the 
Forward Movement.” These courses will cover Bible, 
the problems of Christian life and thought, leadership 
in religious education, social justice and missions. 

The tentative schedule for the day is as follows: 
7:30 a. m., holy communion; 8:15, breakfast; 9:10, 
lecture by Bishop Parsons; 10:00, a lecture course by 
the Rev. C. R. Greenleaf of San Mateo on “The Old 
Testament and Youth” and a course by the Rev. H S.
